REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE

reasonably suggest having the combination of features in a pressing plunger 
mechanism for a glass forming machine wherein a threaded spindle is engaged 
with a nut with said nut coupled to a driven shaft having a first bevel gear 
mounted thereon to engage a second bevel gear mounted on a driven shaft of an 
electric motor wherein the nut is caused to rotate by the electric motor thereby 
moving the spindle, which is considered to be fixed (ie not rotating), in a 
lengthwise/longitudinal direction.
